Now this exhibition ts false, because Kiugs 
xi, 14, reads, “ ‘Then went lie down and dipped 
himself seven times in Jordan, according to the 
saving of the man of God.” What a pity that 
our Padobaptist friends should be so grossly 
and so frequently perplexed to find water! | 
mention these circumstances here, because, in 
order to render a Sabbath School interesting, 
all wrong impressions as far as practicable 
should be avoided. Every Sabbath School 
scholar who reads the 3d Chapter of Joshua, 
will know that tt required a miracle to divide 
the waters of Jordan, for the people to pass 
over. And the 12th chapter of Judges will 
teach him that 4',000 men lost their lives, be- 
cause they were unable to pass over, on ac- 
count of the depth of the river except at a cer- 
tain ford, where they were slain. Sve also Jo- 
sephus. V. Book of Antiquities, chap. 1, see. 
3d, “ Now while Joshua, the commander, was 
in fear about passing over Jordan, for the river 
ran with a strong current, and could not be 
passed over with bridges, for there never had 
been bridges laid over it hitherto, and while he 
suspected that if he should attempt to make a 
bridge, that the enemies would not afford him 
time to perfect it, and for ferry boats they had 
none, God promised so to dispose of the river 
that they might pass over it, and that by taking 
away the main part of its waters.” 

The average width as estimated by most mo.

rent. Burkhardt makes it 80 paces. Volney

It is probable that the Aborgines of America 
have not been so greatly misrepresented in any 
other traits of character as ia those relating to 
their attachments to Aualmy and to war. 

In contemplating the work of Indian reform, 
frequently their attachinent to the life of a hun- 
ter, and their fondness for war, are gravely 
brought to view as almost insurmountable ob- 
stacles to their improvement. This idea is il- 
lusory. Hunting is th: businessofthe natives 
ina hunting country, upon which they princi 
pally rely forsubsistence. Fishing is tae prin- 
cipal business ia places where food can be more 
easily obtained by that business than by hunt- 
ing.

‘Though by small 
predatory war parties, they have yeafly taken 
trom cach other a few horses, and a few scalps. 
We admit that bates have been fought which 
were of such magnitude as to entitle the parties 
to the naine of armies. But these have been 
exccedingly rare. 

Both ina general baitle, and in a skirmish 
ofa few individuals, the victorious are usually 
merciless and cruel in the extreme, to the van. 
-quishied who fall within the reach of their rage. 


‘This is to be expected from a people whose 


minds and manners have not, in the temotest 
degree, felt the influences of Christianity. 

The cruelty of the Indians in war is frequent. 
ly, thovgh not always, extended to their white 
enemies, who are so unfortunate as to fall into 
their hands. ‘They have apparently taken de- 
light in dashing out the brains of the infant in 
the presence of its captive mother, and have 
studied to render the agonies of the victims of 
their hate, both long and severe. But their 
unbounded ferocity towards a vanquishing foe, 
is not a mark of courage, but of cowardice. It 
is not an evidence of an uncommon propensity 
to war, but, of an uncommon aversion there- 
to. 

Our remarks in this place are of a general na- 
ture. Instancesof noble courage have some- 
times occurred among the Indians, and also 
honoralle instances of humanity towards pris- 
vners. Whatever may be the sufferings of 
white female prisoners among them, they gen- 
erally escape insults, which too ofien to the dis- 
grace of human nature, are suffered by unpro- 
tected {cmales whom the fortune of war places 
at the will of the soldiery of other nations.— 
Here the conduct of the savages forms a strik- 
ing contrast to that of civilized nations : a con- 
trast too honorable to the wild man of America 
not to be remembered tothe end of time. 

The list of arguments which might be drawn 
ifrom sound philosophy and plain matters of 
fact, seems to us to be almost endless in favor 
of the point for which we here contend, that 
the aborgines do not possess an uncommon pro- 
pensity to war. 

Human beings cannot always sleep ; they 
must talk ; they must act. Indians hav no sci- 
entific topics of conversation to indulge in: no 
cemmercial intercourse to manage ; no ma. 
chinery to contrive to make the simple wise ; 
no national or corporation laws to enact, and no 
spirit of enterprize to foster. The sphere with- 
in which they mave, is limited by their present 
necessities, except as they are induced to trans- 
cend it by barely so much fondness for pre-em- 
inence, so much love of power, and so much 
diabolical hate, as are interwoven with the hu- 
manmind. ‘The white man among them hears 
them talk about hunting, to the exclusion of 
conversation on topics relating to the business 
of life among civilized people; and fancies that 
they have an uncommon propensity to hunting, 
because they spend their time chiefly in that 
employment, and indulge in conversation re- 
specting it, when, in fact, it happens so, merely 
because the poor creatures have no better em- 
ployment, and because they, like other people, 
indulge in conversation upon the chief busi- 
ness ofiheir live:. 

When, in addition to the love of gain, the In- 
dian fee's, in a degree, the love of pre-emi- 
nence and honor, both of which are natural to 
man, he contemplates hostilities against his 
neighbors, and feats of war, past or to come, 
necessarily become subjects of conversation. 
Hence, white men have inferred their predilec- 
tion for war, forgetting that with them, these in- 
nate passions of the mind, to wit, a thirst for 
honorand power, and a sordid love of gain,

| he varieus Indian tribes are not similarly uni- 


ted in bonds of common interest. A tribe may 
barter with a neighboring tribe, a few back 
loads of roots, for as much dried fish, but there 
exists between the various tribes nothing like 
national commerce. Eace lives independently 
of the other. Our country is favoured with 
professional men from European nations, and 
those nations profit in a similar manner by sons 
of America. No such relationship exists be- 
tween the different tribes of Indians. 

When the rights contested by partics are 
nearly equal, they cannot be satisfactorily set- 
tled without negotiation, because each party is 
invariably partial to itself. This tribe recol- 
lects that last year, some of jts members were 
murdered, or some of its property stolen, by a 
war party of that tribe. Without the disposi-

‘The latter 
number about ten thousand, and until very re- 
cently their settlements commenced on the 
same river, not one hundred miles from the 
former. The partics have been hostile to each 
other longer than either can recollect.

loud'y called for to replenish their libraries. While 
we aceord our hearty approval of the publications of 
the American Sunday Schoo! Union, and are ready te 
do what duty requires to sustain that noble institution, 
we at the same time believe that daty to ourselves as a 
denomination, and Jove to the cause of our Redeemer,
